“They’re pretty unique. They're not 
something you find in your local pet 
store,” Vaillancourt says of the larger 
assortment as a peacock squawks loudly 
in the distance. 

“You can see them on TV, you can 
Google them up, but to see them like 
this...” he says, trailing off with a sense of 


21-metre-long, six-metre-high outdoors 
enclosure consisting of a large net cov¬ 
ering, held up by several posts. Inside is 
a small pond and forest for the birds to 


Visitors — they better have their cam¬ 
eras with them — can enter the enclo¬ 
sure and follow a footpath to different 


Not just an array or colours, the aviary 
also boasts an assortment of sounds — 
some of the loudest coming from south¬ 
ern lapwings that on Sunday seemed to 
be taunting a pair of statuesque crown 
cranes, one of which is featured on the 
aviary logo. 

Vaillancourt says he has always been 
attracted to birds for being "peaceful, 
beautiful.” 

“For anyone seeking thrills like a roller¬ 
coaster, this is not the place,” he says. 

Park hours are 9 a.m. to 7 p.m., May 
through October. 

Tickets are $6 for children aged three 
to 12, $12 for adults aged 13 to 61, and $8 
for seniors 62 and older. Children three 
and under are admitted free.
